Five Bucks a Day Again 

Back in the days of 15-et. beef-steak, and button 
shoes, a fellow named Henry Ford made national news 
by paying five dollars a day for factory help. 

Today, of course, you can't smell beefsteak for 
less 'than six-bits per. deep breath, and the. only button 
shoes left are those the Generals are guarding as Army 
surplus from th Spanisb War. 

But a fellow named Eord is still making news with 
five dollars a day as his base. Henry 2nd, grandson of 
the man who lined up Ttformations from coast to coast 
by way of the model of the same name, has a slightly 
new twist. He wants the factory belp to pay him five 
dollars a day per man for every day lost due to unau- 
thorized work stoppages and* wild-cat strikes. . 

What a Shock! 
He asks this as part of a 31-point program for 
"management security" and the Ford division of the 
United Automobile Workers is still rocking from .the 
shock. Who ever heard of a union held financially liable 
for a breach of contract in this day and. age? 

The answer is obviously nobody, but it's about 
time the subject came up and hung around a bit. Crux 
of the labor-management discord currently hanging a 
necklace of eigh>balls. around the throat ol -toial recon- 
version is labor's unwillingness to assume responsibilities 
commensurate with its rights. And one of those major 
responsiblities lies in the guaranteeing of signed con- 
tracts. 

Lots of Attention 
If union presidents can't preserve contractual 
stipulations against the lunatic fringes of their organi- 
zations, Henry suggests that maybe union treasurers 
can. 

Financial .penalty for breach of contract is a nor- 
mal business commonplace. Nothing keeps good busi- 
ness so good as a swat in the wallet for misdemeanors. 
Maybe a belt or two in the lettuce-tpocket might help top 
union leadership keep a tidier bouse. 

In any case, don't be surprised if Henry 2nd 
brings it up -as a bargaining issue the next time the 
clauses concerning such union security points as the 
closed shop and the check-off turn up in the new con- 
tract. Grandpap and the boy get a lot of attention when 
they hold up five dollar bills.
